too unusual but lighter weights are reaching all the way to 25-30 

back in some cases. This typically corrects itself pretty fast but 
has been the case for a few weeks now.

  There were 3.6 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending 
June 27, 2021. Temperatures last week averaged 73.0 degrees 
statewide, 2.2 degrees below normal. Precipitation averaged 3.39 
inches, 2.37 inches above normal. Topsoil moisture supply was 
rated 2 percent very short, 12 percent short, 56 percent adequate, 
and 30 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply was rated 1 per-
cent very short, 8 percent short, 74 percent adequate, and 17 per-
cent surplus. Corn silking was 2 percent, compared to the 5-year 
average of 15 percent. Corn condition was rated 1 percent very 
poor, 9 percent poor, 32 percent fair, 51 percent good, and 7 per-
cent excellent. Soybeans planted was 96 percent complete, com-
pared to the 5-year average of 91 percent. Soybeans emerged was 
88 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 83 percent. Soy-
beans blooming was 7 percent, even with the 5-year average. Soy-
beans condition was rated 1 percent very poor, 5 percent poor, 37 
percent fair, 51 percent good, and 6 percent excellent.  Winter 
wheat condition was rated 1 percent very poor, 10 percent poor, 40 
percent fair, 43 percent good, and 6 percent excellent.
